"A man has beea pasaing Judg MM

on women for .entiirles. It is high time
that a woman be permitted to Judge
men. And I nm perfectly sure that a
'nandsome man could not ge- aWW

with If at a woman's tribunal, as
handsome women are doing every day
In courts presided ovr by men."

That's what Miss Mary Coleman, law-
yer and suffragette, rema-ke- d yesterday
when I called on her with the new pro.
poial. backed ty a number of women'a
clubs, that all UN officers of the worn-en- s

nafIII court, from the Snag 1st rate
down, be women

"I don't think an
court would be a good thing.

"I don't think an 'a court
la any better.

"The Ideal conrt will ealat only
when Juatice hae gone Into part-
nership. xD this conrt there will
bo two Judges una a man and
one a woman.

"Then you don't relieve In segrcga
the prisoners, ac.-- ding to the piesent
night i ouri arrangement?"

Should Work Together.
"I do not," she .said fir t ly. I RltOW

tha ordinary argument, that the seii-ape-

of the women prisoners is pro-
tected. Rut how much delicarv ,,f feel-
ing do most of the poor things arraigned
thvre poaea? It would show a great
deal finer consideration for then to
put a woman on the bench to consider
their actual welfare rather than to lie
so acrupuloua alniul banishing noil spec-
tators who really a e irrelevant taotorl
lti the situauon.

"I dont balleTO la eegregatlon of
any eort. I think that men and
woman ought to work out their
problems together. But certainly
women are eompetent to Judge
men as men to Judge women."

"1 have heard two Criticisms of
women a Judges, especially of thei-ow- n

sem." I remarked. "One poiwon
says they would be too sentimental
Another writes esaays on 'woman's in

ihumanity to woman.' '

"Well, we can't be both things." Miss
Coleman replied, briefly. "As a matter
of fact, I don't think we're either. I

believe tiist lite 6est Justice prevails j

when head and heart work together,
and I think this excellent combination
is found more often In women than .n
men.

Not So Easily Influenced.
"Either a man la abaolutely in-

flexible and or he le
wiehy-washU- y emotional. A Judge
and Jury of men rarely fall to be
Influenced by a handeome, attract-
ive woman. But I am equally poal-tiv- e

that fascinating men crim-
inals could wield no snch influence
over women on the bench. j

'
